AIDS hospice 
on hold 


Agape Manor, an AIDS 
hospice planned for 
Calgary is currently on 
hold, after funding for 
the $2.5 million project 
was initially denied by 
the provincial -— 
government. The Calgary 
Grace Hospital, which is 
working to open the 
palliative care centre, 
will approach the Tory 
caucus in September to 
again ask for provincial 
funding for the hospice.

Although now 
on hold, the Grace 
hospital ads still 
planning to open the 
foc vee Deeiear 
future.

In a $2 million lawsuit, an 
American company, "Texas American 
Services, Inc” has been charged 
with "ignoring the concerns of an 
employee.” According to sources, 
the "victim”’ a 28 year old 
married man claims he was subject 
to ogling, patting, gross 
homosexual talk, innuendoes, 
literature, and pornography from 
his fellow gay employees. He said 
he was the victim of assault and 
battery, negligent hiring and 
supervision, and invasion of 
privacy, andjas a result, has’ been 
forced into counseling by a 
psychiatrist, and a 
psychotherapist to deal with the 
stress, anxiety, and depression 
that this has caused.
